The Air Force received an increase 
of approximately $81.6 million, after re- 
ductions and rejuggling of funds. The 
Dyna-Soar space vehicle program, alone, 
garnered an additional $85.8 million.

Pentagon Press Dean

which slow up decision-making and create additional “paper shuffling.” 

The House Appropriations Committee, in its report on the fiscal 62 budget, 
said “policy guidance and specific program direction must originate at top 
levels, but doing the job should certainly be left to the men on the spot.” 


Costly Delays 

Restrictions “which compel lower, usually more knowledgeable, levels to 
shift all decision making upward” should be avoided, the Committee said. “It 
should be obvious that the transfer of decision making in non-policy detail 
to a higher level, where detailed knowledge is not generally available on a 
timely basis, results in unnecessary and costly delays.” 

In a lengthy discussion of Defense Department management, the Con- 
gressional group said it “has become increasingly concerned with trends in 
management, organization and procedures toward more and more centraliza- 
tion of authority for decision making on minute details. 


Vast Bureaucracy 

“This tendency has slowed up decision making, established an intermediate 
layer of paper shuffling, and otherwise resulted in delays which it is believed 
are seriously endangering many of our vital defense programs.” 

The Pentagon's “vast bureaucracy” established “to review the operations 
of people at the job level, is undoubtedly a major reason,” the Committee 
said, “why it takes this country from 8 to 10 years to develop and place in 
operation a weapon system compared to a reported five years or less in the 
Soviet Union.” 

The Committee said “the legions of coordinating committees, boards of 
review, offices of analysis and recommendation, etc., constitute a severe drain 
on the energies of the operators, consuming valuable time which they should 
be devoting to the challenge to which assigned.” 





“Minute Details, Paper Shuffling” Engulf Pentagon; OSD Funds Cut 


Although the Committee said it could offer no “single, universal solution” 
to the problem, it noted that management of the Polaris program “is an ex- 
ample of a solution to certain facets.” 

While polices and program direction must originate at the top, the Com- 
mittee said, the job must be left to “the man on the spot” and he must “be 
made accountable for his decisions and actions in getting the job done.” 


Must Be Tougher 

In the military services, failure in this regard is too often “rewarded by 
promotion and transfer,” the Committee said. “To solve this very real and diffi- 
cult problem we must be tougher with ourselves if we are to compete in a 
tough world competition.” 

The Committee said it realizes that “the task of properly managing the 
Department of Defense is one of great difficulty and complexity” and it “does 
not presume to know all the answers.” 

Funds for salaries and expenses in the office of the Secretary of Defense 
were reduced $1 million by the Committee with the suggestion that “the 
Secretary take a careful look at the number of high-level job designations 
(super-grades)” in OSD “as compared with the grade levels held by the peo- 
ple responsible for actual performance.” 


Super Grade Check 

The Committee said it believes OSD super-grade jobs “should be held at 
a reasonable minimum and that earnest consideration should be given to the 
possibility of allocating super-grade positions to some of the more significant 
field operating agencies, assigning action authority, and making the personal

Reserve Forces 


Increase Sought | 


HE Reserve Officers Association at 

its annual meeting in San Antonio 
called upon the Defense Department “to 
take the necessary steps” to 
the strength of all Reserve components. 

Specifically, the ROA called for the 
increase of Air National Guard strength 
from the present 63,000 paid drill spaces 
to 68,000. 

The Association noted that the Army 
had already announced plans to main- 
tain its Reserve and National Guard 
strength at 700,000 paid drill spaces in 
FY ’62—an increase of 70,000 over Presi- 
dent Eisenhower’s budget—and _ had 
projected gradual Reserve Forces in- 
‘reased up to 760,000 paid drill spaces 
by FY ’64. 

No increases had been announced for 
‘he Air Force reserve program, which 
the ROA calls “seriously inadequate.” 

In line with the modernization of the 
Reserve Forces, the ROA called for in- 
creased training of the Reserve and 
National Guard in atomic, chemical and 
bacteriological warfare, and allocation 
of Reserve officer spaces in the resident 
courses of the National War College, 
Industrial College of the Armed Forces 
ind the Armed Forces Staff College. 

Here is the text of the resolution 
endorsing the President’s new program 
for the Reserve Forces: 

WHEREAS, the President of the United 
States has announced a program for 
strengthening, modernizing and other- 
wise making more effective the Reserve 
Forces of the nation’s defense forces; 
and 

WHEREAS, the Department of the 
Army, pursuant to the enunciation of 
this new policy, has developed a plan 
for strengthening of the Reserve Forces, 
looking to an increase in paid drill 
strength in 1963 and 1964; and 

WHEREAS, such a program is a recog-

Servicemen In The Tropics 


Need More Food, Not Less 


New York Criry | 


WoO Army scientists from Fitzsimons 
cement Hospital, Denver, have ex- 
ploded the myth that people living and 
working in the tropics need less food 
than those in cooler climates. 

The fact is, they asserted here 28 
June before the Military Medical Section 
of the American Medical Association, 
that “significantly” more food may be 
needed in the tropics than elsewhere. 

Cc. Frank Consolazio and Ralph Sha- 
piro of the Army Medical Research and 
Nutrition Laboratory said that stand- 
ard nutrition tables established by the 
UN’s Food and Agriculture Organiza- 
tion and the U. S. National Research 
Council should be “reevaluated, since 
they both assume a decrease in energy 
for men living in the heat.” 

The results of their study could show 
that U. S. Armed Forces are shipping 
too little food to military personnel sta- 
tioned in hot climates. 

The Fitzsimons researchers, after 
elaborate studies on Army volunteers, 
concluded that the adequately clothed 
sedentary soldier requires the same

STRAC SOLDIERS MAY NEED TO REMOVE CLOTHES 


FOR ARCTIC ACCLIMATIZATION TRAINING 
New York Cilry 


TRAC troops may be subjected to extended periods in below-freezing 
rooms or be made to swelter in 100-plus temperatures to ready them 
for global battle. 

While exposed to climatic chambers, they would wear little, if any, 
clothing. Army scientists have found that only by almost complete exposure 
to sub-freezing temperatures can troops be quickly accustomed to working 
and fighting in the extremely cold environments. 

Some STRAC troops exposed for extended periods in a super-heated 
room at Ft. Knox, Ky., were sent to Panama earlier this year as part of 
the heat acclimatization test in Operation Solidarity. The results of this 
test have not been made public by the Army. 

Results of Army’s studies on cold acclimatization, however, were reported 
at the Military Medicine Section of the American Medical Association Meet- 
ing here 28 June. 5 

The scientists, all from the Environmental Medicine Division of the 
Army Medical Research Laboratory, Ft. Knox, Ky., were Captains Robert 
J. T. Joy and Robert H, Poe, Thomas R,. A. Davis, ‘M.D., and SP4 Fred R. 
Berman. 

They said that cold exposure tests conducted on nude subjects at Ft. 
Knox before and after periods of Arctic living have demonstrated changes 
which are attributed to physiological cold acclimatization. The main sign 
of such acclimatization, they said, is a decrease in shivering after prolonged 
nude exposure to cold. 

Their study, the Army scientists said, “has demonstrated that mere 
presence in cold climate is not sufficient to fully acclimatize an individual 
if he remains clothed. Acclimatization of large numbers of individuals will 
probably best be done by partial removal of clothing during cold weather.”

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New Anesthesia 


For Battlefield 


New York Ciry 


NEW method of electrical anesthe- 

sia for surgery under battlefield 
conditions was unveiled here before the 
annual meeting of the American Medi- 
cal Association. 

Already successfully used on more 
than a score of patients, the technique 
was developed by Dr. James D, Hardy 
of the University of Mississippi Medi- 
cal School under contract with the Army 
Medical Research and Development Com- 
mand, Associated with Dr, Harvey in the 
development were Dr. M. Don Turner, 
physiologist, and electronics technician 
C. Don MeNeill. 

The electrical anesthesia equipment 
developed by Dr. Hardy costs approxi- 
mately $150. It consists of an oscillator 
which provides 700 cycles of current 
through an amplifier connected to a pa- 
tient’s temples by two-half-dollar-size 
electrodes. 

Within seconds after application of 
the current to a patient, he is asleep 
and feeling no pain. When the current 
is shut off, the patient awakes without 
nausea or other post-operative effects 
and, also, without any memory of the 
operation. 

Despite its complete anesthetic effect, 
patients can understand and answer 
questions put to them while electrically 
anesthetized, 

Army officials hope that when devel- 
opment of the anesthesia apparatus is 
complete, huge savings can be accom- 
plished by reduction of conventional 
anesthetics stockpiled for the Fighting 
Forces.

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Army Will Add 2500 Aircratt; Modernization Plans Cut Costs 


HE Army, reporting “significant prog- 

ress” in a program to provide troops 
with better combat aircraft and at the 
same time achieve widespread reduc- 
tions in costs, has released details on a 
program through 1970 to use six heli- 
copter and fixed-wing models instead of 
nine aircraft now in use. 

Involved are light observation, sur- 
veillance and combat area transport air- 
craft. “The goal is to provide maximum 
air mobility to the fighting man with 
reliable aircraft requiring a minimum 
of maintenance,” the Pentagon said. 

The Army has about 5,500 aircraft at 
present. Under the program, which con- 
siders foreseeable requirements and 
budgetary limitations, it is anticipated 
that there will be about 8,000 helicopters, 
fixed-wing and vertical takeoff and land- 
ing craft by 1970. 

The important factor, aside from the 
increased number, is that these aircraft 
will be specifically designed for the obser- 
vation, surveillance, target acquisition 
or transportation mission they are as- 
signed. The aircraft they replace were 
produced hurriedly under World War II 
or Korean War pressures in a changing 
military situation. This contributed to 





a somewhat makeshift air fleet that re- 
quired unreasonable amounts of mainte- 
nance and lacked the desired high de- 
gree of reliability. 

Major savings will be made through 
nearly complete conversion to turbine 
from piston engines and standardization 
of fuels, Fewer models mean also fewer 
spare parts—bringing a saving in stor- 
age, transportation and manufacture, 

The nine aircraft models being phased 
out required many different grades of 
fuel. Soon, only two or three grades of 
fuel will be required, cutting initial in- 
vestment and reducing the burden of 
transportation and storage. 


The specific aircraft involved in the 
modernization include: 

Observation Helicopter—A new turbine 
driven craft will replace three old work- 
horses, the L19, H13 and H23. Several test 
models will be built. Upon completion of all 
tests, the Army will place an order for 
manufacture of the best craft. This four- 
place machine is for use at company, bat- 
talion and combat command level for obser- 
vation, liaison and emergency evacuation. 

Combat Surveillance Airplane—This fixed- 
wing aircraft, the AOl Mohawk is built by 
Grumman Aircraft and Engineering Corpo- 
ration, Powered by twin turboprop engines, 





the Mohawk is now being delivered to troop 
units. It is of rugged construction, can take 
off and land from short and rough runways 
and requires a minimum of maintenance. Its 
purpose is to close a gap in target acquisi- 
tion and it is equipped with the latest in 
radar, photographic and other electronic 
surveillance equipment. 

Utility/Tactical Transport Helicopter—aAl- 
ready in quantity production, this Bell Iro- 
quois (HU1) provides for ultimate replace- 
ment of four older aircraft, the H19, H3%, 
H21 and L20. It will be at the front much 
of the time. Its turbo-shaft engine requires 
only 20 minutes to change. Some models will 
carry 7 to 11 passengers. This aircraft will 
perform a multitude of functions vital to 
the infantry unit. 

Transport Helicopter—This is the Vertol- 
built Chinook (HC1B), scheduled to make its 
first flight soon as a replacement for the 
H37 and also the H34 and H21 which have 
dual missions. The Chinook has twin turbo- 
shaft engines, has a multi-passenger capa- 
bility and can carry a maximum cargo of 
5 tons for short distances. 

Transport Airplane—Troops in the field 
will soon have this new STOL Transport, 
the De Havilland-built Caribou (AC1). It 
replaces the U1A and as a twin-engine craft 
with a 3-ton cargo or passenger capacity 
it will be used as a battlefield transport 
within field Army areas. It is a versatile 
craft, known among the troops as the 





‘‘beans and bullets’’ carrier. It will add a 
significant capability to the Army’s means 
of air mobility and it can land and take 
off in unprepared airfields in a few plane 
lengths. 

Utility Transport Airplane—This Seminole 
(L23F) manufactured by Beech is a com- 
mercial model plane adapted to a wide 
range of Army uses. While principally used 
for command liaison missions, this aircraft 
can easily be converted to carry stretchers 
or high priority cargo. 

The Army also is testing two new 
drones for use in target acquisition work 
as the advances in missile uses requires 
target observation at increasing ranges, 
These drones will supplement the capa- 
bilities of the manned Mohawk, 

The Army said it “definitely recog- 
nizes” the need for a flying crane. It 
envisions an increasing need for such 
vertical takeoff equipment and _ initial 
plans call for a crane capable of lifting 
an 8 to 12-ton load and carrying it 
about 25 miles. It could be used for 
rapid, up-front loading and unloading of 
vessels, transport of hurriedly needed 
engineer bridges, missile system equip- 
ment or a variety of other missions 
where heavy equipment required can be 
moved over the obstacles of battlefield.

NEw York Crry 

IFTY-ONE per cent of the 

“problem aeromedical cases” 
forced off flying status from 1965

Of the problem cases investi-

Most frequent among the prob- 
lem medical areas for officers, 
Colonel Berry said, were cardio- 
vascular diseases, which numbered 
34% of the cases examined, Other 
diseases, in the order of frequence 
were: Neurophsychiatric, 18%;

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Critical Appropriations Report Shows Healthy Concern 

Although there are few persons who can agree with all of its state- 
ments, the report of the House Appropriations Committee on the De- 
fense Budget (see Page 1) is evidence of a healthy environment for the 
Armed Forces. The fact that the report is outspokenly critical of the 
Defense Department, of virtually all the Services, and of the Defense 
Industries, reveals the care and concern with which Committee members 
combed and discussed the voluminous testimony. Despite the criticism, 
the total budget recommended for defense is virtually the same amount 
asked by President Kennedy. This indicates that the Congressional 
criticisms are sincere, not carping, and that the aim is to provide the 
strongest possible defenses for the Nation. 

In respect to its attitude toward the long-range manned bomber, 
the Appropriations Committee further strengthens the stand taken by 
the Senate and House Armed Services Committees, and upheld by both 
chambers. The Appropriations Committee Report voices the opinion that 
“it may not be wise” to go as far as the Defense Department has pro- 
posed in discontinuing production of the B-52 and B-58 bombers during 
1962 while at the same time restricting development of advanced 
manned bombers such as the B-70. In this attitude, the Committee is 
in opposition to the Eisenhower Administration, which recommended 
no further funds for B-52s or B-58s, as well as the Kennedy Adminis- 
tration. 

In the missile field, the Committee not only supports the expanded 
and accelerated programs for the Polaris and Minuteman, but goes even 
further by expressing the view that the Department should announce 
a plan for continuing the Polaris program beyond the 29 submarines 
now provided. Moreover, the Committee disagreed with the Department’s 
decision to slow up or curtail development of a mobile capability for the 
Minuteman and asked that this problem be restudied. 

The Committee expressed its concern, too, over the increasing trend 
toward “more and more centralization of authority for decision making 
on minute details,” commenting that “it seems to be the nature of 
nearly all organizations, and particularly government organizations, to 
grow larger and larger at the top.” 

There are many parts of the Committee’s report with which the 
Department and the individual Services will, and should, disagree. But 
the Defense administrators would be wise to restudy thoroughly every 
phase of its activities criticized by the Committee and to weigh the 
facts carefully before expressing disagreement. It should be kept in 
mind that the experience of many of these committee members in the 
field of defense is considerably greater than the new appointees at the 
Department and that the aim of all is the building of the strongest 
possible defenses. 


Abolish Promotion Action Secrecy 

Secretary Elvis J. Stahr, jr., can count on persistent editorial oppo- 
sition from at least one publication if the Army refuses to budge from 
its announced policy of withholding information about promotion action. 
Ever since THE JOURNAL was established in 1863, we have fought hard 
for the right of military people to be kept fully informed about matters 
which are vital to their careers. We do not intend to give up that fight 
now. 

Perhaps Secretary of Defense McNamara and Assistant Secretary 
Arthur Sylvester will want to inquire about the policies of all the Serv- 
ices in this regard. There is no uniformity. 

The Navy and Marine Corps, for example, release the names of se- 
lection board members. The Army and Air Force, however, apparently 
are fearful that such information might jeopardize the independence of 
board members, and so do not release the names. 

The Navy, Marine Corps, and Air Force, once the selection board 
has adjourned and its recornmendations have been approved, announce 
the full list of selections, and provide pertinent information as to in- 


zone and below-zone selections, and first and second time passovers. The 
Army has not been doing that, and now states that as a matter of policy 
it will not provide any information regarding first and second passovers, 

The Army’s censorship of promotion data won’t help the Soviets; 
that’s for sure. It will hurt confidence in the integrity of Army promo- 
tion procedures; that’s for sure too. 


A Shameful Record of False Economy 


The close of another fiscal year on 30 June makes it possible, if he 
so desires, for Senator John Stennis (D-Miss.) to enter in the ledger a 
year of false and shameful economy at the expense of thousands of re. 
tired military men. 

During the past year, President Eisenhower and President Kennedy 
both endorsed legislation that would eliminate gross inequities in Service 
retired pay. The House last year passed such legislation without a single 
vote of opposition, but Senator Stennis, with his single vote, blocked 
Senate Armed Services Committee action on the measure. 

And so the measure has stood throughout the winter, spring, and 
early summer of 1961. 

Everyone says it is an obvious injustice that men who retired before 
1 June 1958 receive less retired pay than those retired after that date. 
Everyone agrees that this situation is a departure from historic princi- 
ples of military pay. 

But nobody seems capable of overcoming the veto power of Senator 
Stennis. He has forced false savings and this has hurt morale in the 
Armed Forces. 

We strongly suggest, even at this late moment in the current session 
of Congress, that Secretary McNamara and President Kennedy make a 
new public statement in support of pay justice in the Armed Forces. 
Denying pay equality to all members of the Services is a shameful way 
to save money.

For fiscal year ’62, which begins this 
month, the Army will need almost $100 
million in additional expenditures for a 
drill pay strength of 700,000 in the Na- 
tional Guard and Reserve.

HE new Chief of Naval Operations, VAdm. George W. Anderson, jr., who was 

porn 15 December 1906 in Brooklyn and who was graduated from Annapolis 
jn '27, served in the rank of vice admiral twice. 

He was promoted from rear admiral the first time on 1 May 1957 when he was 
CofS and Aide to the Pacific Command CinC, following earlier service from 1953 
to 1955 as Special Assistant to then JCS Chairman Admiral Arthur Radford, USN-

Admiral Anderson, in January 1958 underwent a serious operation to remove 
a malignancy and reverted to the rank of rear admiral. Fully recovered, he 
returned to sea that summer and was again appointed vice admiral in August, 

The new CNO was designated a Naval Aviator in October 1930 at the outbreak 
of WWII. He was assigned to the Plans Division, Bureau of Aeronautics, and 
participated in the formulation of the American aircraft program. This included 
association with war-time agencies charged with production and allocation of all 
U. S. aircraft, and planning the aircraft aspects of the expansion of Naval aviation. 
For his liaison work with the Army Air Force while in that assignment, he re- 
ceived a Letter of Commendation from the War Department, with authorization 
to wear the Army Commendation Ribbon. 

In March 1943 he assisted in fitting out the new carrier USS Yorktown and 
became Navigator and Tactical Officer when she was commissioned 15 April 1943. 
He was aboard that aircraft carrier during her early action in the Pacific, and 
received authority to wear the Commendation Ribbon, from the Commander in 
Chief, U. S. Pacific Fleet, for outstanding services from 15 August to 1 November 
1943. 

He next had duty as Plans Officer on the staff of Commander Aircraft, Pacific 
Fleet, and for “exceptionally meritorious conduct . .. as Head of the Plans Divi- 
sion of the Staff of Commander Air Force, U. S. Pacific Fleet during the period 
from November 1943 to March 1944 .. .” was awarded the Legion of Merit. 

On 28 March 1944 he reported as Assistant to the Deputy CinC Pacific Fleet 
and Pacific Ocean Areas. He was awarded the Bronze Star Medal during opera- 
tions against enemy Japanese forces. In June 1945 he became Aviation Officer 
in the Strategic Plans Section on the staff of the CinC, U. S, Fleet, with headquar- 
ters at the Navy Department, Washington, D. C. As such he also had duty as 
Deputy Navy Planner on the Joint Planning Staff. 

Ordered to the Office of CNO, he was appointed a member of the Permanent 
Joint Board on Defense (Canada-United States) in November 1946. He was one of 
the Navy members of the Brazilian-U. S. Defense Commission and served with the 
Joint War Plans Committee of the Joint Staff. 

In July 1948 Admiral Anderson returned to sea as Commanding Officer of the

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Most Powerful Station In World 
Is Dedicated By Navy In Maine 


HE U.S. Naval Radio Station in Cutler, 

Me.—described as the most powerful 
radio station in the world—was officially 
dedicated 23 June. 

Principal speaker for the dedication 
ceremonies of the $70-million station was 
RAdm. Frank Virden, Director of Naval 
Communications and Assistant Chief of 
Naval Operations from Washington, D. C., 
He was introduced by R. Adm, Carl F. 
Espe, Commandant of the First Naval 
District in Boston. 

With an output in excess of 2 million 
watts, 40 times more powerful than any 
transmitter in the U. S., the station was 
completed one full year ahead of sched- 
ule. Cutler’s initial greeting was beamed 
from its near 1,000-ft. towers 4 January 
1961 to Navy officials in Washington, 
a. 

Cutler is located approximately 60 miles 
south of Eastport, Me., the most north- 
easterly point in the United States, The 
station site is comprised of about 3,000 
acres, of which 2,850 are devoted to the 
Very Low Frequency transmitter and an- 
tenna site, and about 150 acres to the high 


Cutler’s mission is to provide adequate 
transmission to all units of the fleet in 
the North Atlantic, Arctic Ocean, and the 
Mediterranean waters, Other significant 
uses to the Navy, industry, science and 
the maritime services include: weather 
broadcasting, time and frequency broad- 
casts, and scientific investigation into 
phenomena of radio communications in 
the Very Low Frequency range. 


Design of the station, its towers, fa- 
cilities and overall planning was accom- 
plished by the Continental Electronics 
Manufacturing Company of Dallas, the 
prime contractor,

The designation of new Chiefs for the Air Force and the Navy and the prospec- 
tive replacement next year of General Decker as Army CofS point up the fact that 
only the Marine Corps Commandant holds a four-year appointment. General David 
M. Shoup, 56, a Medal of Honor winner, assumed office on 1 January 1960. 

President Kennedy has recalled from retirement former Army CofS General 
Maxwell D. Taylor to serve as “Military Representative of the President.” General 
Taylor, 59, who was replaced in 1959 as Army CofS by General Lyman L, Lemnitzer, 
USMA ’20, who will be 62 in August, has been making a personal survey for the 
President on U. S, intelligence activities. 

General Taylor, the White House said, “will assist the President as an adviser 
and staff officer primarily with the military and intelligence fields. He will have 
no command authority but will have access to all information necessary for the 
discharge of his responsibilities to the President.” 

The decision to employ the title “Military Representative,” rather than rein- 
stitute the position of Chief of Staff to the Commander-in-Chief, which was held by 
Fleet Admiral William D. Leahy from 1942 to 1949, was designed to safeguard the 
stature and prestige of the JCS Chairman, and also to circumvent possible Con- 
gressional criticism from such opponents of the single CofS concept as Chairman 
Carl Vinson (D-Ga), of the House Armed Services Committee. It is known that 
Chairman Vinson was consulted in advance by the White House before General 
Taylor’s appointment was made public. 


Designated a Naval Aviator in 1932, Admiral Ricketts returned to Annapolis in 
June 1936, for instruction at the Postgraduate School during the next year, then 
ne ge to the Naval Air Station, Pensacola, for duty as an Instructor in Ground 
School. 

He served from July 1930 until September 1940 as Executive Officer of the USS 
Sicard (DM 21), after which for 15 months he was Division Officer and First 
Lieutenant, and later Assistant Gunnery Officer of the West Virginia, 

That battleship bore the brunt of the Japanese attack on Pearl Harbor, 7 Decem- 
ber 1941. Two bombs and six aerial torpedoes left her a flaming wreck and she 
settled on the bottom, her port side main deck awash. 

Admiral Ricketts received a Letter of Commendation with Ribbon from the Com- 
mander Service Force, Pacific Fleet, for “distinguished devotion to duty and extra- 
ordinary courage and disregard of his own safety” during the Pearl Harbor attack.

GENERAL TAYLOR’S APPOINTMENT as 
Military Representative to the Commander-in- 
Chief will cost the Army a star slot. The law 
states that when an Army or Air Force retired 
general officer, such as General Taylor or Gen- 
eral Williston B. Palmer, USA-Ret., Director of 
Military Assistance, is recalled to active duty, 
this counts against the total star rank authoriza- 
tion.

THE ARMY WILL REWRITE hundreds of 
orders affecting bachelor officers and enlisted 
men on duty in Europe and Hawaii. Effective 1 
August, the unaccompanied tours for Army 
people, with the exception of Nurses and mem- 
bers of the WAC, will be increased from 2 to 3 
years.

THE SPECIAL WARFARE CENTER at Ft. 
Bragg, N. C., will begin in October a new pro- 
gram to provide a limited fluency in a foreign 
language—between 850 and 1000 words—to mem- 
bers of Special Forces units. The soldier students 
will be given no formalized grammar training, 
and will be taught to read or write the language. 
It’s called a “sub-fluency” program, designed to 
provide military men with an operational capa- 
bility in the foreign tongue. 


MOBILE SURGICAL TEAMS have been or- 
ganized at the Naval Hospitals in San Diego, Oak- 
land, Philadelphia and Bethesda for emergency 
use with Navy and Marine Corps units and in 
civilian disaster control situations. 


IT’S CAMBODIA TO WEST POINT for Col. 
Edwin Van V. Sutherland, who becomes Pro- 
fessor and Deputy Head of the USMA Depart- 
ment of English in July. Deputy Chief of 
MAAG, Cambodia, he succeeds Col. Russell K. 
Alspach, who became the English Department 
Head upon the January retirement of Col. 
George R. Stephens. Colonel Sutherland, USMA 
36, served as an English Instructor and Asso- 
ciate Professor from 1949 to 1952. He holds a 
Master of Arts in Comparative Literature from 
Columbia. 


COL. WADE M. FLEISCHER, Assistant for 
Security, Air Force Logistics Command, will be 
assigned as Deputy Director for Security Policy 
in the Office of the Secretary of Defense. He 
served there previously as Deputy Director and 
Director of the Office of Legislative Liaison. 


SOMETHING A LITTLE DIFFERENT in 
the way of Pentagon speeches marked the pre- 
sentation of AF Assistant Secretary (Materiel) 
Joseph S. Imrie to the recent Aerospace Indus- 
tries Association meeting at Williamsburg, Va. 
Describing the system management concept, he 
told the industrial leaders: “While the Air 
Force has been the most articulate in vocalizing 
the merits of the ‘system’ approach in manag- 
ing large, complex, costly programs, the Navy 
has come much closer to the ultimate in the 
Polaris program. Management control of the 
Polaris program,” the AF official said, “has be- 
come almost a governmental standard.”

Gen. John P. McConnell left the 2d to replace 
Lt. Gen. Francis H. Griswold, new Commandant 
of the National War College at Ft. McNair, 
Washington, D. C., as SAC Vice CofS.

Army Missile Facility 
Will Cost $5 Million 


Maj. Gen. August Schomburg has re- 
vealed details of a proposed new $5 mil- 
lion Army facility at Redstone Arsenal, 
Ala. 

The CG of the Army Ordnance Mis- 
sile Command, with Maj. Gen. John A. 
Barclay, retiring Deputy CG of AOMC 
and his replacement Brig. Gen. Francis 
J. McMorrow, said the R&D building 
partially would replace some of the fa- 
cilities of the Army Ballistic Missile 
Agency which were transferred to the 
Marshall Space Flight Center last year. 

General Schomburg reported simul- 
taneously that his Command would be 
working with $14 billion in the year 
beginning 1 July. About $108 million will 
be spent at Redstone.

D fense Edward H, Cushing has told 
the Military Medicine section of the 
American Medical Association meeting 
that Armed Forces medical activities 
are “undergoing a gradual reorganiza- 
tion in the interests of economy, efficien- 
cy and better medical care for military 
families.” 

Emphasizing that no “drastic” changes 
are contemplated in medical programs 
or organization, he said that “evolu- 
tionary” programs now in effect promise 
significant improvements in the medical 
care of military personnel and their 
families. 

Dr. Cushing singled out the Defense 
Department’s “Regional Hospital” pro- 
gram in which 55 larger hospitals are 
used as central medical care facilities 
for a number of smaller hospitals and 
clinics of all military Services. The 
larger “regional” hospitals were desig- 
nated last year to provide both long-term 
care and specialized personnel and 
equipment which cannot be economical- 
ly maintained in smaller hospital units. 

It is expected, Dr. Cushing said, that 
the regional hospital program will pro- 
vide “significant” savings and improve- 
ment in the use of trained medical man- 
power. 

In the future, he said, it is hoped 
that the “regional hospitals” can act 
as specialty and medical supply centers 
for their satellites, eliminating the pres- 
ent necessity of storing large quanti- 
ties of specialized equipment and drugs 
at each satellite medical facility. 

Combined with the large procurement 
savings accomplished by RAdm. W. L. 
Knickerbocker’s Military Medical Supply 
Agency in Brooklyn, N. Y., the “Re- 
gional Hospital” plan will provide the 
best patient care possible for military 
families, at the lowest possible cost in 
men, materiel and money, Dr. Cushing 
said.

Respiratory Disease 
In Recruits Reduced 


New York City 

RMY scientists have succeeded in 

reducing the incidence of respira- 

tory diseases among recruits—at a sav- 

ing of $5.5 million to the Government 
in one six-month period. 

With an improved vaccine, they be- 
lieve this savings can be almost doubled. 

A report on the Army’s adenovirus 
vaccine was made here 29 June to the 
Military Medicine Section of the Amer- 
ican Medical Association. 

The four Army physicians making the 
report were Lt. Col. Joseph W. Cooch, 
Chief of the Preventive Medicine Divi- 
sion in the Office of the Army Surgeon 
General; Majors Robert W. Sherwood, 
Chief of the Communicable Disease 
Branch, OTSG; Edward L.. Buescher, 
Chief of the Virus Diseases Department, 
Walter Reed Institute of Research; and 
Robert E. Nitz, Chief of the Health Prac- 
tices Department, WRAIR. 

Major breakthrough in developing the 
vaccine occurred about 1954 at WRAIR, 
Major Sherwood told the AMA, This was 
the identification of the major adeno- 
virus strains. 

Since that time both military and ci- 
vilian vaccines have been developed. 

During the last few years, one civilian 
vaccine has been tested at Army train- 
ing centers, resulting ina 40% decrease 
in respiratory diseases among recruits. 

An improved vaccine—already proved 
possible by studies at WRAIR—could al- 
most double the effectiveness of the 
present civilian product, the four physi- 
cians asserted. 

“It is difficult to assess total effect 
(of the vaccine) on recruit disease Army- 
wide,” Major Sherwood said. “However, 
at one post where recruit disease was 
being carefully monitored, the first com- 
pletely immunized battalion had about 
two-thirds less hospital admissions than 
a comparable unimmunized battalion 
which began training one week earlier.” 

Major Sherwood estimated that by use 
of the adenovirus vaccine, the “Army 
recruit training program was saved ap- 
proximately $5.5 million during the six 
months period October 1960 through 
March 1961.”

Three X-15 Test Pilots Win Harmon Award 


The 
Trophy 


Harmon International Aviator’s 

for outstanding and extraor- 
dinary feats of individual piloting skill 
during 1960 will be awarded to three 
North American X-15 pilots, This is the 
first time that three pilots were named 
as joint winners of the Aviator’s Trophy, 
normally awarded to “the world’s out- 
standing pilot.” 

They are: A. Scott Crossfield, former 
Navy pilot, who was the first human to 
fly twice the speed of sound and now is 
Development Engineer and Research 
Test Pilot of North American Aviation, 
Inc.; Joseph A. Walker, NASA Chief 
Engineering Test Pilot and a physicist; 
and Maj. Robert A. White, USAF, Ex- 
perimental Test Pilot who was a WW II 
POW in Germany and also flew in the 
Korean War. 

All were recognized for their outstand- 
ing accomplishments in flying the rocket- 
powered X-15 “research vehicle.” It has 
exceeded Mach 5 (five times the speed 
of sound) or over 3,300 miles an hour, 
inside the earth’s gravity field, and soon 
is expected to carry man higher and 
faster than any existing “aerial vehicle” 
built on airplane lines. The X-15 is pow- 
ered by an XLR-99 liquid-fueled rocket 
engine developed by Reaction Motors 
Division of Thiokol Chemical Corpora- 








tion. The engine is capable of sending 
the X-15 to speeds of Mach 6 plus (over 
4,000 miles an hour) and to altitudes of 
up to 100 miles, 

The Trustees announced that from 
now on, feats of piloting in both earth 
orbiting or outer space vehicles will be 
considered for the Harmon Awards, 
provided the vehicles are controlled by 
their pilots rather than from the ground. 

Last year’s Harmon Trophy winner 
was Capt. Joe B. Jordan of the U. S. 
Air Force’s Flight Test Center at Ed- 
wards AFB, Calif. 

The first winner of the trophy in 1926 
was Lt. Col. Georges Pelletier-Doisy of 
France; Brig. Gen, Charles A, Lindbergh 
of the United States was the second win- 
ner for his 1927 solo flight from New 
York City to Paris. 

The Harmon Trophies were estab- 
lished by and named for the late Colonel 
Harmon, pioneer American aviator and 
balloonist after whom Harmon, N. Y. is 
named. He lived in Paris for many years, 
was under house arrest during WW II, 
and died a few weeks after the Ameri- 
can and Allied liberation of France. 

The actual date of the traditional

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INDUSTRY IN DEFENSE 


Military Procurement, Contracting 
Practices Hit; Industry Is Criticized 


HE House Appropriations Committee 

has bombarded the Armed Forces with 
a long list of complaints about military 
procurement practices. 

Defense industries also were criticized. 
Too often, the Committee said, industry 
considers the government “fair game at 
any cost.” 

The Committee: 

e@ Chopped $308 million from Service 
procurement funds—a 2% across-the- 
board reduction. 

@ Demanded more formally advertised 
competitive bids. 

e Urged action to insure increased 
competition at sub-contracting levels. 

e Recommended assignment of more 
flag and general officers to procurement 
jobs. 

e Asked for more stability in 
tours of procurement personnel. 

e Charged that Service contracts with 
non-profit organizations are “merely a 
subterfuge to avoid the restrictions of 
civil service salary scales,” and 

e Hit the Navy for not “taking proper 
advantage” of competition in the ship- 
building field.

Projects Cancelled 

The Committee said it is “gravely con- 
cerned at the frequency with which hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars have been 
spent oi the development of a weapons 
system which is then cancelled because 
it is no longer sufficiently timely to be 
of value.” 

The reason time and technology often 
catch up with development of a weapon, 
the group charged, “is a failure on the 
part of a contractor to do the job on a 
time scheduie which he had estimated was 
possible. Such ‘slippage’ places the con- 
tractor, ard the competence of his or- 
ganization, under a cloud, yet any sug- 
gestion of cancellation or curtailment 
seems always to result in great pressure 
being brought to bear for the continua- 
tion of the project.” 


Everybody’s Business 


The Committee said it realizes “indus- 
try is in business to earn profits” but it 
also “has a great responsibility to the 
nation.” 

National security “is everybody's busi- 
ness,” the Committee said. “In large 
meast.re our overall national success lies 
in keeping ahead in the technological 
race, the burden of which is largely car- 
ried by industry, and this is one of the 
keystones to our national survival. In- 
deed, it is the keystone to the very sur- 
vival of individual enterprise.” 

The Committee said industrial man- 
agement “should recognize this point, but 
too often there is evidence of an attitude 
that the government is fair game at any 
cost.” Where the government’s faith is 
violated, the group said, “a crackdown is 
a vital necessity.” 

The magnitude of the activities in the 
Defense Department’s procurement and 
supply management areas demand fur- 
ther management improvement, the Com- 
mittee said. The “heart” of the problem 
“is the failure to award many major con- 
tracts on a competitive, formally adver- 
tised basis.” 


New Proviso 


As drafted by the Committee, the fiscal 
’62 military appropriations bill carries a 
newly-worded proviso which states that 
“none of the funds appropriated in this 
Act shall be used except that, so far as 
practicable, all contracts shall be award- 
ed on a formally advertised competitive 
bid basis to the lowest responsible bid- 
der.” 

The Committee warned the Pentagon 
that this statutory policy “must be im- 
plemented and rot by-passed as has been 
done to date.” 

In the sub-contracting field, the Com- 
mittee said competition must be realistic, 


based on formal advertising wherever 
practicable, “and not merely farmed out 
to captive organizations.” 

The Committee told the Secretary of 
Defense to report by next January on the 
“specific action” he has taken to increase 
formally advertised bidding and competi- 
tion in defense procurement. 

There also is a need, the Committee 
said, “for further studies of the policies 
relating to the awarding of contracts to 
private and naval shipyards. The Com- 
mittee is not convinced that the Depart- 
ment of the Navy is taking proper ad- 
vantage of the strong element of 
competition which is available in the 
shipbuilding and repair field.” 

Other military industrial-type facilities 
also must be reviewed, the Committee 
said, to insure that they are being prop- 
erly utilized and that requirements of 
all three Services are being cross-serv- 
iced. 


Legislation Proposed 


The Committee recommended new leg- 
islation to require a provision in nego- 
tiated coniracts that the target cost or 
price shall be adjusted to exclude any 
amount by which a later audit reveals 
that they have been increased as a result 
of inaccurate, incomplete or noncurrent 
cost data. Such legislation passed the 
House last year but was not approved by 
the Senate. 

“Permanent improvements in procure- 
ment operations,” the Committee said, 
“can best be achieved by those actually 
on the scene and directly participating 
in the procurement action” Yet, “all too 
few generals and admirals and top civil- 
ians have direct and primary procure- 
ment responsibilities.” The Committee 
said, “It’s time that the Services place 
such perscnnel in positions of responsi- 
bility.” 

The “best possible talent,” whether 
military or civilian, “should be present 
and in authority at the negotiating table 
and in the contract administration proc- 
ess.” 


Unified Training 

Commenting on the Defense Depart- 
ment plan to unify procurement training 
(THE JOURNAL, 24 June), the Committee 
said such a program is essential but is 
“not the sole answer.” 


“Tours of duty of military personnel 
engaged in procurement activities must 
be stabilized at reasonable lengths.” 

In a related field, the Committee blast- 
ed the practice of contracting with vari- 
ous corporations and organizations for 
technical management, scientific evalua- 
tions and administrative and manage- 
ment services. In its judgment, the 
Committee said, “the government is mov- 
ing toward a chaotic condition in its per- 
sonnel management because of this prac- 
tice. Some hard decisions must be made 
in regard to this mushrooming phenom- 
enon before tremendous injury results to 
vital Defense programs.” 


The Committee told Secretary of De- 
fense McNamara that it “insists” he “es- 
tablish and announce a realistic policy 
with respect to this problem prior to the 
presentation of the next annual Defense 
estimates.” 


If no such policy is forthcoming, the 
Committee said it will recommend “se- 
vere restrictions be imposed on these and 
other similar corporations and organiza- 
tions.” 


Excessive Salaries 


The Committee chopped $5 million 
from a $35.2 million Air Force request 
for work to be done by the Aerospace 
Corporation. The Committee said this 
“newest of the non-profit organizations 
working for the Air Force” is paying 
“excessive” salaries, planning “too large 
a staff” and operating with “too high” 
an overhead, *> “

Two units were displayed, one an ac- 
tual working model, and one which is a 
“spread out” version built into an at- 
tache case so that the functions it per- 
forms can be visualized and its com- 
ponent sections can be seen. 

The system was designed by the 
Army’s Diamond Ordnance Fuze Labora- 
tories, Washington, D. C. The package 
and its modules were designed by the 
Cleveland Metal Specialties Company, 
and the actual working model fits into 
a cannister no larger than a small soup 
can, 

While the density of the working 
model in the can is 300,000 component 
parts per cubic foot, the unit is con- 
structed of MICRAM modules with a 
density of 500,000 parts per cubic foot.
